Where is the tolerance, understanding, and open- 
mindedness that should characterize any civilized 
people? 

I conducted an experiment this weekend. 1 kept 
track of bigotry I encountered in everyday conversa- 
tion. For the ost part, the bigotry I found was im. 
plied, uniatentional, and subtle. The results? Fifteen 
black jokes, two Polish jokes, countless references to 
how the homeless bring their plight upon themselves, 
and a dozen or so comments on how homosexuals are 
ruining good old-fashioned promiscuity for all the rest 
of us. You guve an accurate, if not good, accounting 
of yourselves, folks 

This, you must understand, illustrates the most 
dangerous type of racism. We ean deal with the Klan 
and the groups who arc up front. We can form a 
united opposition to those who make no pretenses 
about their hate It is the insidious and often-excused 
and accepted bigotry of you and I—the masses — that 
Is the most difficult to combat 

While my friends were getting their jollies with 
what Iam certain they considered harmless jokes, 
others were having even more fun. Several blocks 
away from a parade in AUanta to honor Dr. King. 
more than 40 Klan members held a rally at the 
Georgia state capitol to protest the holiday. In lowa, 
the bells of a church played "We Shall Ove 
white supremacists marched by. The Klan staged 
another rally in Lawrenceburg, Ind 














These nuts were, for the most part, without pe 
public support. They are the fringe. We are ites 
stream. While each of us may say “I don't 
the Klan,” the fact is we are more dan 
the Klan exposes itself as the illogical and unwds 
cartoon it is. The rest of us, however, give} 
credibility every time we laugh at a racist joke 
joke, shared in good humor by supposedly god 
that involves five black men, a white woman 
a basketball puts dnother lo on David Duka 
fire—or “cross fire 
In an interview published last week in The. 
Morning News, Duke said he still believe f

Gas tax bill moves 
toward House vote

rumbling roads and bridges 

and an increasing unemploy- 

ment rate are providing the 
impetus in Jefferson City for a six. 
cent gasoline tax increase 

House Bill 1247, co-sponsored by 
Rep. Don Koller (D-Summersville) 
William Dawson (D- Independence), 
and House Speaker Bob Griffin (D- 
cameron), would increase the state 
Katoline tax to 17 cents per gallon by 
April 1, 1996. 

‘The bill passed the House Trans- 
portation Committee Monday by a 
13.2 vote 

“The bill is on the [House] calen- 
dar now awaiting debate Koller 
said “It will move to the floor as 
S000 as we get the votes to pass it” 

Koller said some legislators might 
be apprehensive about the bill 

“Its an election year, this is a tax 
Increase, and it’s a tough vote for a 
lot of people” he said 

Koller believes the bill olfers a 
good deal for Missourians 

T think when you can invest a 
dollar and get four back, then you 
don't have to be a rocket scientist or 
a mathematician to figure that out” 
be said 

According to Don Walsworth, 
chairman of Missourians for Jobs 
‘and Safe Roads, the additional funds 
would boost the state's share of fed- 
eral highway matching funds from 
$250 million annually to $430 million. 

“I think this i getting us to a 
situation where we could have one 
of the best highway systems as far as 
safety Is concerned in the United 
States” Walsworth said 

A IS-year plan proposed by the 
Missouri Highway and Transporta- 
tion Department includes a four- 
lane highway for every community 
of 5,000 people or more, improve 
ment to more than 1,300| bridges, 
‘and eliminating all one-lane bridges 
in the system. 

Other improvements include 21,197 
miles of resurfacing, 3,060 miles of 
shoulder improvements, and some 
1,500 other safety-related projects 

Wayne Muri, chief engineer for 
the transportation department, said 
the tax increase is needed to allow 
the state to rebuild many roads 

“If we don't have the ability to do 
what's right, which is tear up the 
‘concrete and replace it from the base 
up, then we will have major prob- 








lems” Muri said. 

These programs would create 
thousands of jobs in many areas of 
the state 

“The bill would create 40,000 new 
jobs and retain 23,000) old jobs~ 
Walsworth said 

Speed {s essential if many of these 
Programs are to be started in 1992, 
Muri said 
IEit goos on the April ballot and 
it does pass, it would be at least May 
before we could approve the con: 
tracts” he said. "Contractors must 
produce thelr rock and stone and 
other things that take several months, 
$0 you're into August and September 
and miss the building season, 

Koller sald the legislature should 
pass the measure without sending it 
back for a vote of the people 

The people clected to| send us 
here to do the very’ best we can for 
Misouri” Koller said. "We are going, 
to lose $30 million [in matching 
funds) if we don’t enact the bill by 
April 

Some area lawmabers also would 
like to sce the legislation enacted as 
soon as possible. 

Rep. Cary Burton (R-Joplin) said 
he his mixed feelings toward passing 
the tax increase without a vote of the 
people 

"Ninty-nine and nine-tenths per- 
cent of the time Id say a vote of the 
people should be required on these 
kinds of istues, but this is one we 
need to enact rapidly to take max- 
imum advantage of federal funds 
Burton said 

“Currently, provided the right 
package comes through, I think I'd 
vote to get going as quickly so we 
can get as many jobs going as soon 
as possible” 

Not all legislators agree. 

Sen. Marvin Singleton (R-Sencca) 
sald the people deserve a chance to 
Yote on a tax of this magnitude 

*Lthink I've got to hear from my 
constituents back home,” Singleton 
said. “I gp homne every weekend, and 
my coffee shop poll right now tells 
me that, by about 2, the people 
want to vote on it rather than me 
voting on it” 

Singleton docs sce a need for the 
improvements in southwest Missouri 

TI feel it would tremendously ald

Bailey alo discussed the posubility 
of term limitations for Missouri 
legislators 

“I would not want to limit terms 
‘of Missourt’s senators and represent- 
atives [in Washington, D.C) and 
allow Oklahoma, Kansas, Arkansas, 
and the other states to have unlim- 
ited terms.” he said

Bailey also came out in favor of 
the proposed gasoline tax increase, 
citing the possible improvements on 
such roadways as US.

1901, all he wanted was a 


second chance to prove he could play 
college football 

Rodgers, a sophomore running 
back got that chance last season 
with the Missouri Southern football 
Lions 

However, his second chance may 
have ended Dec. 9. He was arrested 
and charged with attempting to 
steal a floor safe from the Ramada 
Tnn at 3320 Range Line in Joplin. 

Rodgers, who is being held in the 
Newton County Jail in lieu of $3,500. 
bond, is scheduled for pre-trial mo- 
tions at 1 p.m. on Feb. 27 and trial 
by jury at 8:30 a.m, on March 26. 

Also arrested in the incident was 
freshman football player Marlon 
Criss, scheduled for preliminary 
trial on Feb. 27. Criss is free on 
$3,500 bond. 

Jon Lantz, head football coach, 
suspended Rodgers indefinitely fol. 
Towing the arrest. 

“He's still in jail right now and 
hasn't been convicted of anything” 
Lantz said. “I'm not going to really 
say anything until the situation is 
tesolved. I think that is fair to Mar- 
ques 

According to a Joplin police re- 
ort, at around 2:30 a.m. on Dec. 7, 
motel employee and Southern stu: 
dent Kelly D. Long told police be 
observed the suspects seated in the 
lobby of the Ramada Inn. The two. 
came to the counter and asked if a 
Mr. Johnson had checked in yet. 

Long checked and told the sus- 
Pectsithere was no Mr. Johnson at 
the motel: Rodgers and Criss re 
portedly told Long they would wait 
because they were supposed to meet 
Johnson at the motel 

Long told police during the next 
few hours the suspects were in and 
out of the motel lobby. At one point, 
he noticed that one of the doors 
Jeading to the restaurant was open 
and one of the suspects was missing. 

‘The restaiirant had ‘been closed 
for some time, he said: Long closed 
and locked the doors and returned 
to his desk 

Long told police at about 4 am. 
he received a telephone call from a 
man claiming to be staying at the 
motel. The caller said while return- 
ing from Shoney's restaurant, he 
noticed something in the motel pool. 

The voice of the caller sounded 
like that of Rodgers, Long told the 
police: 

He waited a few minutes before 
Jacking his office to check the pool. 
On his way out, he noticed the sus- 





pects re-entering the motel Long

Alber 
responded to the call. In his report, 
Alber observed the safe had been 
Kicked over and the bolts were ripped 
off the cabinet where the safe had 
been located.

Identify Rodgers because they were 
In the same class at Southern. 

Alber and Sgt. Ken| Kennedy of 
the Joplin police department spoke 
with Rodgers later that day, Rodgers 
told them he was there with Criss, 
but they had been looking for a girl 
named Robin who worked there. 

‘On Dee: 8, Alber questioned Criss 
at the police station. According to 
police reports, Criss told Alber he 
had been contacted by Rodgers over 
& week before and|they discussed 
Rodgers’ plan to break the safe loose 
and steal {t, Criss told police he was 
to serve as a lookout. 

About one hour later, Alber and 
Cpl. Carl Francis arrested Rodgers 
for burglary 

Rodgers appeared ia Newton 
County Circuit Court on Jan. 3 and 
Waived a preliminary hearing 

Newton County Prosecutor R 
Scott Watson would not comment on 
the case at this time. 

While attending Joplin’s former 
Memorial High School, Rodgers had 
4 much-celebrated football carcer. 
He made all-conference his sopho- 
more and junior years and all-state 
his senior year. 

He landed a football scholarship 
to Towa State University. He was in 
jured during his freshman season but 
showed promise when he played. 

But his trouble soon began. Rodgers 
pleaded guilty in 1987 to stealing a 
coach's credit card and charging 
clothes He received a suspended 
sentence and returned to Joplin 

He received two years of proba- 
tion and was charged with possess 
ing cocaine and stealing from a con- 
venience store. Rodgers pleaded guil- 
ty and was sentenced in March 1985 
to two seven-year prison terms 

After his 1991 parole he asked his 
former high school! coach, Micky 
Heatherly, for belp: Heatherly hooked 
Rodgers up with Southern’s football 

Program.
